Important Educational Matters Dis-/interesting Proposals For Getting and 


Keeping the Children in School 
(Contributed by Norman F, Black, 
M.A., D.Paed., Regina). 

No subject is receiving more gon- 
erai aliention throughout the West 
these days than that of ways and 
means that will put in operation “the 
policy of a school for every child and 
every child in school,” which has been 
proposed by Saskatchewan Publio 
Education League and Wy the people's 
political leaders in the legislative as- 
sembly. 

Thousands of Saskatchewan child- 
ren are not within reach of school. 
This has always been the case but 
the people are no longer content mere- 
ly to fold their hands and lament it. 
Practical suggestions are commencing 
to be forthcoming for remedying the 
evil. There is no difference of opin- 
ion as to the fact that it is just as 
important to these children and to the 
state that they should be educated as 
that any other children should. In- 
deed, in some ways it is more im- 
portant, for the lack of school facili- 
ties is already helping to drain many 
rural districts of some of their best 
citizens. 

In some lacalities it is proposed to 
meet the case by transporting these 
children at public expense to the near- 
est available school. Where this is 
impracticable, many people declare 
that the state should help provide for 
the educational needs of the children 
through boarding schools. 

Others again are advocating what 
they call perambulating — schools. 
Somebody has nicknamed these pro- 
posed institutions, “Cook cars with a 
College Education.” Such a school 
on v heels would be made just large 
enough to seat ten pupils, as when 
more than that many children are to 
be found in a community, a regular 
school may be established. It would 
be possible to employ the services of 
a thoroughly experienced and trained 
teacher as he would have continuous 
employment, and would be able to live 
in the car if he so desired. The “per- 
ambulating school” would be moved 
by horsepower or a traction engine 
from place to place on fringe of set- 
tlement where ordinary schools do not 
yet cxist. It would remain in each 
community say three months, or long- 
er if the settlers were ready for the 
expense. The cost would be very lit- 
tle. Such a car coould be built and 
equipped, it is claimed, at an expense 
that would make three months’ rental 
amount to only $25 or thereabouts. 
There would be, of course, in addition 
the teacher's salary. What do you 
think of the scheme? Have you any 
better to offer? If so, let the public 
hear from you. 

Then there are the children that 
don’t go to school at all, or attend very 
irregularly, even though they live 
within easy reach of a school. This 
kind of silliness is too expensive to be 
allowed to continue any longer, Mani- 
festly, our old-fashioned attendance 
laws are a dead letter in most rural 
districts. What is the matter with 
them? How could they be improved? 
These are questions which are now 
being seriously studied by the intelli- 
gent people of the west. Are you one 
of them?

Rain Water for 
The House Supply 


The Conservation ‘of Rain Water is of 
Great importance 

Attention is called to a bulletin re 
ceuuy issued by We bureau OL pub: 
lic health of tue Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment on the couservalion ol rain 
water, 

‘the public generally have only a 
very limited knowledge of the vaiue 
of root rain water as a svuurce ol 
domestic supply; oWing to the tacit 
tuat roof water, belore it enters a 
storage taluk, Washes the rool anu 
gutters of a building, it has a cer- 
lain taste and color connected with 
it generally associated with ram 
water. AS @ rule storage tanks a.e 
too smail in capacity, and the total 
quantity of rain water is) not cul 
served, but ailowea to wWasie by 
means of an overflow pipe. 

The bulletin ghoula be of great 
value to farmers and others who are 
desirous of conserving every drop ol 
rain water available and preservi g 
it clean and tasteless, so tuat it can 
be used lor domestic purposes, Un- 
doubtedly a prejudice exists with 
reference to root water as a drink- 
ing water, as this is seldom or 
ever obtained apart trom the dirt 
which accumulates on roof and in 
eave gutters. This dirt, consisting 
of bird droppings, particles of man- 
ure, etc., biown trom the barnyard 
and road surface, settles in the tank, 
jorming a black deposit, which dis- 
colors the water, and gives it a foul 
and objectionable taste, apart from 
rendering it dangerous to health. Ali 
water, whether irom a stream or a 
well, is originally rain water. Well 
water is simply rain surface waver 
liitered by passing through the 
eartu, and while the objectionable 
matters collected from the suriace 
of the land are removed, many other 
matters are collected trom the earth, 


such as alkaline galts, etc, which 
may be more or less objectionable. 
All tne dirt particles which rain 


«wer may collect. trom a roof and 
eave guiters may be just as thor- 
oughly removed by a sand filter, as 
ue earth removes them in the case 
of well water. 

The importance of thus providing 
a clean and wholesome water in 
many parts of the province cannot 
be exaggerated. It is too well known 
that there are many districts where 
water for domestic purposes is prac- 
tically impossible tu obtain, and if 
a means can pe Gevised for assur- 
ing a wholesome supply of pure rain 
water, tis bulletin should hence be 
of great value to the province. 

Assuming an annual rainfall of*12 
inches throughout the province, 
every square ioot of roof suriace 
will provide 644 gallons of water an- 
naully, ‘hus 8,000 square feet of 
root area will jrovide 60 gallons a 
day, requiring a tank 20 ft. by 16 ft. 
by 10 ft. in depth. A table is given 
showing the amount of storage re- 
quired for various roof areas, tne 
daily supply of water available, to- 
gether with detailed plans showing 
how tank and Lilter should be con- 
structed. 

Two importa.t factors are pointed 
out in the bulletin, viz.: that ordin- 
ary creek or slough water may be 
passed through the filter and puri- 
fied, which otherwise would be unfit 
for consumption; and that an in- 
crease of rain water may be obtain- 
;ed by crecti.g corrugated iron 
' appears that 3,000 
| Square feet of such sheeting cun 
|b supplied and erected, producing 
|1% barrels of water per day, which, 
| Valued at 45 cents the barrel, will 
pay for the cost of the sheeting and 
erection in one year. 

An important factor in the con- 
{Servation of iouoi water is that every 
storage tank be built to conserve the 
maximum annual rainfall, so that a 
drought year may be cared for, and 
|that no more water be used per day 
than the daily uverage of rainfall.

Ald Given by Germany's Allies is 
Discounted in Berlin 


The following is one of a series of 
articles from the pen of a neutral 
writer whose syluapluies are strongly 
with the allies. lie has had what is 
probably a unique experience in the 
war zole, and in traveuing to neutral 
countries. in the last twelve months 
he has visited Belgium, Germany, 
France, Hollaad, Itaiy, Greece, Aus 
tria and Hungary, Kussia, Swed 
Norway, Great Britain—and some 
these countries more than once, 

Germany's injustice to Austria and 
Hungary i8 a subject not sufficiently 
understood in enemy or neutral coun- 
tries. | have constantly heard it sug- 
gested that Germany, with her popula 
tion of 67 millions, is greatly to be ad- 
mired ior her power in tighting ao 
many enemies. Such a statement doeg 
a gross injustice to Austria and Hun- 
gary It has always been the fashion 
to despise Austria as a fighting force 
and to regard Hungary more from the 
point of view of music than milftar 
ism, but, owing to constant prodding 
from Berlin, both Austria and Hun- 
gary were wonderfully equipped for 
war from the outset, and are calling 
up every available man, 

One has heard no stories of Aus- 
trian or Hungarian lack of shells, and 
I have been assured by those in a pos- 
ition to know that Austria hag never 
been short of ammunition since the 
war began, despile her immense ex 
penditure of it. 

The Austrian losses and those of 
Hungary, when I left Germany, had 
been altogether out of proportion to 
those of the Germans. The German 
losses are, of course, greater than 
those in the published lists, for close 
examination of the sheets will show 
that casualties are sometimes with- 
held either by design or through diffi- 
culty of collection for months. In 
one of the most recent lists I found 
some casualties nearly a year old, 
though not many. The Austrian cas- 
ualty lists are in an altogether choatio 
condition. 

One does not need the publicatios 
of any such figures to know that 
Vienna and Budapest are in mourning 
to a degree unprecedented in the his- 
tory of war. The absence of much 
display of mourning is misleading. 
One found out the truth by conversa- 
tion with Ameficans in Vienna or 
Englishmen in Budapest, to whom, by 
the ye a) the Hungarians: behave well, 
and, who, at the time of my leaving, 
were not molested or even interned. 

The Hungarians were at the outset 
astounded to find themselves at war 
with England; they had never calcu- 
lated upon such an eventuality. But 
for the strenuous efforts of Count 
Tiszo I doubt whether they would 
have taken the vigorous part in the 
struggle they have. 

It is admitted by Germans, who al- 
ways sneer at the Austrians, that the 
Hungarians have fcught magnificent- 
ly. Most of their figh.ing—though not 
all—hag been against the Russians— 
their hereditary enemies, It would not 
have been wise to have brought them 
against the English or the French, 

That there has been much friction 
between the Germans and the Aus- 
trians has been notorious, and it may 
have been noticed recently ‘that high 
German personages in ‘their com- 
muniques often now refer to the “Ger- 
man-Austro-Hungarian” forces, in- 
stead of Claiming everything for Ger. 
many alone. 

Austria has produced no general, 
and it is true that her upper classes 
cut a sorry figure in the story of the 
war. Her terrific losses render it a 
monstrous injustice that Germans 
should seize all the credit for suc- 
cesses. If ever it is possible to get 
from the Germans a full count of 
what Austria has done it will be found 
also that the part she has played in 
keeping the Balkans quiet by exhibi- 
tions of force has been notable. 

As for the Turks, they are general- 
ly mentioned with a laugh by the aver- 
age German officer. They are admit 
tedly brave, docile—with an extraor-_ 
dinary degree of patience—and are 
good defensive fighters. 

If by any chance success attend the 
Turks in Gallipoli it will be claimed 
by Germans as a victory for their or- 
ganization, barbed wire and machine 
guns. The Germans do not give any- 
thing away, and least of all credit for 
success.—London Times. 


The present Serbian army was, in 
its origin, largely a French product. 
It was Colonel Mondain, a French 

ficer, lent by Napoleon III, who 
in 1069, took in hand the organiza- 
tion of the Serbian forces. Colonel 
Mondain remained in Serbia for six 
or seven years, and under his tuition 
French drill and French uniforms 
were adopted by the Serbian soldiers.

| SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
| WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


HI sole head of a family, or any 
any male over 18 years old, may 
homestead a quarter-section of 

available Dominion land, in Manitoba 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Domin- 
ion Lands Ageney or Sub-Agency for 
the Distwict. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Ageney 
(but not sub-Agency), on certain con- 
ditions, 

Duties —Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homsteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm ef at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is re- 
quived except where vesidence is pei 
formed in the vicinity, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing nay pre-enipt 4 quarter 
| section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre 

Duties-Six months residenee tn 
euch of three vears after earning 
homestead patent ; also 50 acrow extra 
cultivation, Pre-emption patent nay 
be obtained as soon 46 hemestea? pa- 
tent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchas- 
ed homestead in certain Fistelets, 
Price $3.00 per acre, Dutiew.—-Must
